He suggests that camouflage (nay/used in 

Dealey Plaza and left there, at least for a 

few days. He suggests that this may have 

been arranged with cooperation from the Dali

The camouflage may be, according to Lifto 
in the form of add i ti ons to trees on the kno: 
He concedes this as a "radical approach" but 
he believes it could make sense for the basi 
reason that in frames 313 and following in 
the Zapruder film, Kennedy's head snaps back 
and to the left, strongly suggesting a shot 
came from the knoll area. 

Corroborat i on of his view, he claims, is 
in testimony by various witnesses who saw 
smoke coming rfrom the trees (Riley, Vol.6,p. 
277 )jor rising above the trees (Potter, Vol. 
22, p.834)‘ or Holland; or from above, behinc 
and a little to the left of a man on the 
knoll facing the street ( Hunt er--no ref. at 
hand; Litton said it was an FBI report, and 
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adds that the Warren Commission distorted 
Hunter 1 s test Jriony by saying that Hunter 
said he /'sraea* uhe shots came from the TSBD. 



He believes a phony Secret Service a g e r 
was in the parking lot and may have been one 
of the riflemen. His case for this is test- 
imony in Vo I „ 7 , pp. 531-8 by Officer Joe M. 
Smith, who said he went in to the parking Ic 
area right after the shooting and confrontec 
a man who immediately flashed his Secret 
Service ID when no SS men could have been uj 
there ; accord i ng to the official record of 
where.

Another claim for possible camouflage 
is a report Litton got from Liebeler from 
the FBI of a big crane being moved thru" 
Dealey Plaza late in the evening of Nov. 2 2. 
The men who had been running the crane thru 
the plaza had a large piere of concrete in 
tow, which they told police-officers on the 
scene was for their plan to build a monument 
for Kennedy* When the^police insisted they 
move on, the men got out of the crane cabin 
and fled. It turned out to have been a s to i 
en crane.' Ljfton wildly speculates that the 
crane may also have been designed for use tc 
remove the Camouflage that night, and he sa^ 
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Litton is a little suspicious of Gar- 
rison, especially because the DA bought 
the Marcus view of Moorman's photo so readi ! 
He also notes that nearly all of the critics 
are suspicious of him because of his contaci 
with Liebeler. But Litton believes it scalar 
valuable to know his enemy, and has found 
that Liebeler is not the evi I man he is 
represented to be by the critics. 

He suggests that Liebeler is a spokes 
man for the Warren Report only because he 
has to be, but privately has doubts he can 1 ' 
publtcly express. 

Litton is 3 bachelor, lives alone in 
a small Brentwood apartment. He said his 
father i-£ staking him out for the hext few 
months while he works on his book.
